To the man in the street, who even Md 


now is disposed to think of “Fred- 
erick Edwin Smith” or "F. FE.” rath- | 
er than the Earl of Birkenhead, it 


seems as if the world will be more iff 


drab for his passing. 
No Advantages. ! 

“The Smith of my. own fortune” is | 
the translation of the Latin motto he 
adopted when raised to the peerage, 
and Birkenhead’s career will long be 
held an example of what brilliant in- 
tellect and hard work will do for a 
man who started with no advantages. 

In the death of the Earl of Birken- 
head England lost not only one of her 
most picturesque personalities but also 
a man who by common consent pes- 
sessed one of the most brilliant mihds 
in the count. 

Brilliant was the keynote of his 
career. It was not that he could not 
work as hard as any six normal men 
when he felt inclined—for long years 
during his early struggles at the bar, 
his industry was proverbial—but there 
was nothing of the steady plodder 
about him. 

He was simply. genius with the 
ability of genius to plunge _ to the 
heart of a knotty point whether law 
or in politics while merely clever men 
were still nibbling at its edges, and 
with also the waywardness of genius 
who’ is law unto himself and who 
fights his battles more easily alone 
than in co-operation with other men. 

Yet with all his brilliance Lord 
Birkenhead’s career was something of 
a disappoinrtment—possibly a disap- 
pointment to himself and certainly a 
disappointment to other men. .To sug- 
gest that a man who held three im- 
portant cabinet posts and attained to 
the dignity of lord chancellor—a place 
second only to the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury in those offices to which a 
commoner may aspire—may seem 
ridiculous. 

Flashes Like Comet. 

With any other man it would be 
so, but when young Frederick Edwin 
Smith first flashed like a comet into 
the legal world, dazzled with his elo- 
quence and astounded men twice his 
age with his extraordinary grasp of 
the most abstruse legal points, it was 
felt that there had arrived a. new 
phenomenon in public life and that 
the entire course of English history 
might have been altered by this one 
man. 

Perhaps it nearly was. When Eng- 
land was on the verge of civil war 
over the Irish question in early 1914 
no name was more frequently on 
men’s lips than that of “Galloper 
Smith,” the redoubtable aide-de-camp 
of the Ulster leader, Lord Carson. 

But a revolver fired in the Bal- 
kans settled all of that and Galloper 
found another outlet for his adven- 
turous temperament in France and 
Flanders. That too passed away.’ 
Galloper became a baronet and Lord 
Rirkenhead and his majesty s serre- 
tary of state for India. Then the 
luek of politics and failing constitu- 
tiop conspired together and the great 
lawyer-politician withdrew not indeed 
from the public mind but from the 
front pages of the newspapers. 

Few men in British history had 
more fervent admirers than he, and | 
few have aroused more bitter ainomos- 
ity. A poem by G. K. Chesterton of 
which each verse ends “Chuck it, 
Smith.” probably will, remain known 
for a long time as one of the most pit- 
ter invectives every perpetrated 4

Counsel for the ‘company said the 
cut was not voluntary, but made in 
self-defense after Crisp eounty erected 
its Own power company. 

Matter of Management. 

“It was simply a matter of manage- 
ment,” power company attorneys ar- 
gued, “We had a big investment there, 
and when the county-owned plant was 
put in operation we cut rates to meet 
competition, 

“The commission has only the au- 
thority to fix maximum rates and no 
authority over management or min- 
imum rates.” 

Counsel for the Municipal Rates 
Association sought intervention so the 
association could .be made a party to 
the litigation. The idea was “merely 
to present our side of the question, 
and show that the rates charged at 
Cordele are just and should apply to 
other cities.” 

The court held that a rate hearing 

was wholly within the jurisdiction of 
the commission,-and in denying the 
petition suggested that the association 
seek intervention at the hearing before 
the commission, 

The commission now has the power 
to file e::ceptions to the ruling. 

Mr, Perry said the commission’s 
whole purpose is to find out if the 
low rates charged at Cordele “dis- 
criminate unjustly” and if the reduc- 
tion was made voluntarily. He sug- 
gested to the court that’ no decision 
limiting authority of the commission 
be reached, and Judge Howard speci- 
fied that his order in no way sought 
limitation of the commission’s vested 
powers,

American Bankers’ oils 
ciation Asked To Modify 
Opposition to Branch 
Banking. 


CLEVELAND, Ohie, Sept. 30.— 
(P)—The increasing difficulty of some 
banks, especially smallcor ones, to 
operate profitably as independent 
units, held the atteicion of the reso- 
lutions committee of the American 
Bankers’ ‘Association tonight. 

The committee* had before it a 
recommendation that the association 
modify the stand it has taken ip op- 
position to branch banking. The rec- 
ummendation was made by the asso- 
ciation’s economic policy commission, 
which is the, association’s chief ad- 
visory bods. 

As an indication of the advisability 
of giving recognition to the branca 
banking movement, the report of the 
commission, presented by R. 8S. Hecht. 
president of the Hibernia Bank and 
Trust Company of New Orleans, and 
chairman of the commisison, cited the 
increasing number of failures of unit 
banks and tLe growth of the group 
banking movement. 

The commisison took into considera- 
tion opposition of many people to 
large banking monopolies and said 
that while the question should not be 


ignored, it did tot “believe it present- 


ed a real menace. - 
Hecht said. that the movement of 


group banking is not a measure of 
Wall Street or any financial region 
to wrest control of this country’s fi 
nances, but it arises out of present 
day economic: necessities. He said the 
independent bank, if it operates. prof- 
itably, should be allowed to remain, 
but if it- cannot stay in business and 
there is a need fof:a bank in its ter-’ 
ritory, then a branch of a large bank 
should take its place. 

“Official records show that in the 
year ended June 30 this year there 
were 758 bank suspensions with de- 
posits of $255,500,000,” Hecht said.

End Balkan 
Feuds. 


| ‘The inter-Balkanic conference, which 
| will be held at Athens on October 6, 
| is one happy result of a long-lasting 
, crisis which has shaken the economic 
_ fabric of the Balkan states-to its very 
| foundations, says a London paper. Ra- 
cial aversion has, of necessity, been 
| pushed into the background in favor 
of the more acute questions of produc- 
tion and co-operation. Before the 
World War there was a vast number 
of agricultural products of which Tur- 
key, Greece and Bulgaria held a kind 
of monopoly, so that there was practi- 
cally no competition. But since over- 
sea countries have also begun to put 
the same products on the world mar- 
ket, the necessity of co-operating has 
slowly gained ground. To these ends 
the inter-Balkanic conference will en- 
deavor to bridge the abyss formed by 
century-old antipathies. It will con- 
sider the means of extending intellec- 
tual exchanges, especially by way of 
Balkanic institutes, university collab- 
oration and by excluding sentiments of 
hatred from the teaching of history. 
In the meantime Turko-Greek negotia- 
tions are going on. Their main object 
is the conclusion of a treaty of com- 
merce and the limitation of naval 
armaments. A Greek delegation has 
already arrived in Turkey, and Mr. 
Venizelos is expected to pay a visit to 
Angora by the end of October.

A Strange Cycle of Passion. 

In this America of ours, where 
Ivnching seems more indigenous than 
in any other so-called civilized land, 
the psychology that urges tO it seems 
to have its cycles. It flames and fades 
by seasons, as it were, for there are 
in localities long seasons when there 
are no mob demonstrations, and then 
will. ensue a period when almost any 
major crime set up a community cry 
of “lynch him, hang him, burn him!” 

The south, since the long-ago in- 
terstates war, has been peculiarly the 
field in which the‘ lynching spirit has 
been most prevalent and popular. 

I say “popular” because there have 
been so few cases of lynchers being 
indicted, successfully prosecuted and 
punished for their murders, Our rec- 
ord in that line of law and justice is 
one of the most shameful to be found 
among professedly Christian man- 
kind.

Mob Murders Flow and Ebb. 

Looking over the record back to 
1885 one finds that up to this year 
we have had 4,291 reported lynch- 
ings. That is more than 97 a year 
and more than 8 per month. 

The highest annual number was in 
1892 when 255 were lynched and the 
lowest number in a year was 1928 
when only 9 were recorded. 

This year the lynching spirit seems 
to .be once more flaming over ithe 
country, especially in our southland, 
and already we are adding up a rec- 
ord bloodier than for a decade om 

Georgia has the honor, if anybody 
wishes to so regard it, of having the 
top place on the lynching roll. From 
1889 to 1927 the nearest full record 
at hand, we lynched 24 white per- 


sons and 433 negroes, a total of 457. | 


Mississippi was our nearest rival, she 
having lynched 26 whites and 416 
negroes, a total of 442. 


_ There were in that time lynchings 
in every state except the six in New 
England and Tew Jersey, 

. 


.Whe the Victims Happened to Be. 

Of the 3,680 persons lynched be- 
tween 1889 and 1928 the whites were 
783 and the negroes were 2,897. 

Perhaps there is somebody living 
who is wise enough and honest enough 
to tell the world why nearly four 
times aS many negroes should have 
been lynched than white men were 
for the same crimes—with the white 
criminals of the nation outnumbering 
the negro criminals by largely more 
than four to one? 

All ef those negroes but 110 were 
lynched in the southern states—our 
toll being 2,787. 

These are figures that deserve to 
be most seriously studied by Christian 
men, by public officers, legislators 
and jurists who have the care and 
administration of the laws of life, 
liberty and property in their sworn 
keeping. There is much that is rotten 
in a civilization with that record,

The Hinge of the Whole Matter. 

The God’s truth is that among the 
ignorant and low-bred class of whites 
throughout the south there is an in- 
tense and bitter hatred of the negro. 

There was a great leaven of it 
among us long before the negroes were 
set free and it was mutual between 
the well-kept, well-fed blacks on the 
plantations and home-lots and the 
“‘po’ white trash,” shiftless and thrift- 
less on the outside. 

But in those days the negro-hating 
whites did not dare to lay hands upon 
the big white man’s “nigger,” and the 
negro felt the security and- pride of 
that immunity. 

The freeing of the negroes at the 
end of the War Between the States 
sunk that immunity and the enmity 
between the two classes became open. 
It has largely continued until now 
and is not likely to be soon entirely 
quenched by preachments from the 
pulpit or sermons from the judicial 


bench.

What the Cure Must Be. 

There will be no ending finally of 
this damnable spirit of lynching law- 
lessness until our communities are 
permeated with a stronger and deeper 
ao for the sacredness of life and 
aw. 

Whatever security for life is needed 
ean be afforded by righteous and 
bravely enforced law. It is the right 
of a sovereign state only to condemn 
to death and execute the penalty. 

A mob breaking a jc:, or over- 
powering officers of the law, to wreak 
its vengeance upon a helpless prison- 
er, however vile and bloody, is a big 
consolidated coward of which every 
member is an equally cowardly atom. 

Of the five men whom I have seen 
lynched all were safely in the hands 
of the law until the mob overrode 
the law and committed murder upon 
them. When Georgia shall have elec- 
trocuted a few lynchers she will begin 
to feel herself better civilized.

Rudolph Spreckels Says Ameri- 
cans Who Sell American Stocks 
Short Are Far Worse Than 
Russians Who Sell Wheat 
Short in America—Believes 
Law, for Year, Should Stop 
Sales of Unowned Stocks. 


“It’s a far worse thing for an 
American to sell American stocks 
short than for the soviet government 
to sell wheat short on the Chicago 
pit,” was the cryptic comment of Ru- 
dolph Spreckels, American financier. 

Mr. Spreckels thinks the primary 
reason for bad economic conditions 
now is largely due to “bear opera- 
tions on the stock exchange.” He 
analyzes the situation in this fash- 
ion: During the stock market boom, 
everyone was talking stocks and many 
buying time. When the erash brought 
disaster to rich and poor alike, few 
found themselves left with idle funds. 

‘“Ag a result, the bears can depress 
almost any stock exchange security 
by offering large blocks of stock with- 
out fear of being unable to cover their 
sales at lower prices,’ says Mr. 
Spreckels. “Unfortunately, the pub-

WASHINGTON, Sept. . 30.—(4)— 
Secretary Wilbur today asked the jns-’ 
tice department to 
charges of Ralph Kelley, of the gen- 


eral land office at Denver, that efforrs 


} were being made by oil companies to | 


acquire oil. shale lands in Colorado 
illegally. 

“This department,” Wilbur said; 
“loes not propose to rest on the 
charges of -misfeasance in connection 
with the administration public lands. 
I may repeat that the statements he 
(Mr. Kelley) made public did not re- 
fer to oil lands but to oil shale lands ; 
that no single’ lease or permit ‘has 
been issued by this administration to 
any individual, company or corpora- 
tion on these lands, that being in com- 
pliance ‘with -an executive order of 
the president at the start of this ad- 
ministration.”

=|FRENCH SECURITY PLEA 
EXPLAINED BY BRIAN 


GENEVA, Sept. 30.—(4)—Aristide 
Briand cast a glance toward Germany 
and Italy tonight and asked the 
League of Nations assembly to try to 
understand why France insists upon 
a greater degree of security before she 
can agree to a drastic reduction in 
ermaments. 

In carefully guarded language the 
veteran foreign minister -of France 
called attention to the result of the 
German elections and to the armed 
conditions in other neighbor states, 
asking the leaders of ‘some 50 coun- 
tries if there were net good reason for 
France to be prudent. 

M. Briand’s address was interpreted 
as having immediate connection with 
the domestic situation arising out of 
the resurgence of nationalist spirit and 
Hitlerism in Germany. He reiterated 
the French formula of “arbitration, 
security—then disarmament,” and de- 
clared that France since the World 
War has made large contributions to 
the cause of disarmament. Indeed, 
he continued, the French policy has 
been and continues to be fully con- 
sistent with Article VIII of the 
League of Nations covenant which 
stipulates that league members should 
enter into a general scheme for re- 
duction and limitation of armaments. 

Dr. Julius Curtius, of Germany, 
followed Briand and explained why 
his government favored the definite 
fixing cf a general disarmament con- 
ference tor 1931. He said his dele- 
gation would refuse to vote on any 
disarmament resolution which did not 
set a conference for next year. 

Lord Cecil asserted for Great Brit- 
ain that his country was eager to 
hasten disarmament work but re- 
iterated his warning that a general 
conference must not be held until it 
can; be sure of success. 

The debate was upon the report of 
the disarmament committee, présented 
by Jose Matos,-of Guatemala. It in- 
vited the league preparatory disarma- 
ment commission to finish its work 
in November and authorized the coun- 
cil to call a general conference “as 
soon as possible.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—(4)—The 
stock market bade a frenzied farewell 
to the third quarter of 1930 today. 

Liquidation and short selling, again 
appearing voluminously jin the after- 
noon conincident with the failyre of 
an exchange member, plunged prices 
downward swiftly before supporting 
orders took effect. -Th. turnover 
reached the large total of 4,496,000 
shares. 

It was the heaviest selling of the 
current decline. Although the ‘Jate 
covering movement saved the market 
from closing at the bottom. net losses 
averaged about two points and the 90- 
share composite os dropped another 
to within 1-2 points of last 


Pessimism, whether justified or not, 
was the dominant note in speculativ 
circles. A stock exchange ‘nselenaal 
bore out vague rumors that have been 
bobbing around the financial commnu- 
nity for some time to the effect that the 
failure of the market to recover might 
be disastrous in some quarters which 
had been counting on brighter days. 
However, the suspension of the mem- 
ber firm, although not surprising, was 
distinetly depressing to a market that 
trembles at the slightest flutter of un- 
favorable news. 

Dividend Shows Drop. 


The decline, embracing a broad list 
of stocks, was stopped on the an- 
nouncement of an extra dividend of 
$1 by American Can. It was recalled 
that the market’s only rally last week 
resulted from a rumor that Can was 
planning such action; but the report 
was later discredited and the stock 
was sold short today. Hasty cover- 
ing in this pivotal issue helped the 
general list and the rally runged from 
1 to 3 points from the lowest levels. 
Seasoned . investment stocks closed 
with only}moderate declines after vir- 
tually alf of them had touched new 
lows for the year or ms the movement.

CARDS PEPPY. 

There was plenty of snap and spirit 
in the workout of the Cardinals this 
afternoon at Shibe park, where they 
put on a brisk batting and fielding 
drill after the Athletics had engaged 
in a two-hour drill in some secrecy.

HILADELPHIA, ‘Pa., Sept. 30.—Then pen may be mighter than the 
sword. But there is still less doubt that the brain has more endur- 
ance than any brawn, provided there was a brain to start with. 

Of the ball players.who fought out the Giant-Athletic world series of 
1905, 25 years ago, there are none left in action. Most of them faded 
out of the spotlight years ago. 

But the brain of Connie Mack is keener today than it was in 
1905. Harry Davis; Socks Seybold, Ossie Schreck, Chief Bender, 
Eddie Plank, Lave Cross, Topsy Hartsel, Danny Murphy, Monte 
Cross, all forgotten or merely memories of what used to be. 

But the brain of Connie Mack directs another world series 25 years 
later and it is one of the main barricades in the Cardinals’ path. 

Legs, arms and eyes only last so long when it comes to fac- 
ing competition. The head and-what is in the head are something 
else again. Connie Mack could direct a world series 10 years from 
now when the members of his present squad are also forgotten— 
most of them at least. He looks to be in better health now than 
he was a year ago—or two years ago. He has found a team that 
could win—and that could repeat. And the real champion must 
repeat to prove his place. 

Whether or not Connie repeats with another world series champion 
will not be definitely known until a few days have passed. But he will 
turn in his share of the job; knowing just a little more about it than he 
knew, in 1905 when he was only 43. At 43 the ball player’s work is 
over. At 43 Connie Mack was looking to even greater triumphs 25 years 
ahead: Which is at least one reason why brain is much more important 
thanebrawn—why mind has it over muscle. 


CHECKING BACK. 

ONNIE MACK was winning pennants before Bobby Jones was born— 

before-Ty Cobb ever played a professional game—before Jack Demp- 
sey ever put on a glove—before Babe Ruth could hit a ball out of the 
infield—before Tilden ever flicked a tennis racket. 

And in all that time not a breath of trickery, scandal, unfair- 
ness of any sort was ever charged against him. He has proved 
again the rare value of complete integrity of sportsmanship, 
whether the game be professional or amateur. 

He has shown that even in sport—where they always talk in terms 
of youth—a man can be a dominating figure around the age of 70. His 
contribution to the good of baseball has been more than anyone can 
measure in terms of batting eyes or pitching arms. 


OLD MAN GRIMES. 
URLEIGH GRIMES shut out Cleveland in a world series ten years ago 
and he was no rookie then. It will be interesting to see what the last 
of the spitballers, om his way to 38, will do in this series. 

Before it is over he may be the most annoying songster of 
the Cardinal flock. 

At his best he will be hard to handle on the field, so far as 
hostile bats are concerned. But one at 37 or 38 is never quite 
sure how the game will go for a certain day—how the reflexes 
and the mental and physical coordination will blend. 

Grimes still has the heart and the head—and a pretty good arm., If 
he can get that moist missile flopping and dipping he is something for 
anybody to beat—if not in the opener, then later on. 


THE FORDHAM FLASH. 

RANK FRISCH has been a star in every series he has tackled. The 

old Fordham Flash, not so old at that, is one of those competitors 
who never really gets keyed up until a big show comes along. He won’t 
loaf through a season, but it is only on rare occasion he hits his fastest 
speed. eh 
: In a world series he is usually all over the lot, one of the 

brightest of the brilliants, giving everything he has. 

Frisch is still fast and dangerous. He andJim Bottomley will be two 
that Mackmen pitchers will have to treat with much thought. 


DR. STREET. 
ABBY STREET was always a smaft catcher and Gabby must have 
shown his share of directing ability in driving a ball club to 41 vic- 
tories out of its last 47 starts. He is a wise old-timer who knows his 
trade.

New Orleans Begins 
Probe of Tax Frauds 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 30.—(@)— 
Holding that the taxpayers involved 
in a reputed $150,000 back-tax fraud 
were guilty as well as a group of 
former city hall employes alleged to 
have manipulated the scheme, District 
Attorney Eugene Stanley today placed 
the evidence before the Orleans par- 
ish grand jury. 

Sixty-two persons called as_ wit- 
nesses in the utmost secrecy in order 
to shield their names from the public 
were summoned to appear today be- 
fore the special grand jury session. 

At the district attorney’s office it 
was said that no charges would be 
preferred against the taxpayers unless 
an attempt was made to shield those 
responsible for the plan to defraud. 

Four former employes have been 
charged in the scheme reported by the 
city auditors to extend back over three 
vears. ‘The district attorney declared 
that false receipts were issued, bills 
were taken from the treasurer’s office 
and false entries made while the 
money was pocketed. 

Those charged in the alleged mulct- 
ing are William MKleinfeldt, former 
clerk in the back tax office ;‘Hugh Rit- 
chie, Gregory Fitzgerald and Henry 
Ulmer, former city employes. 

City Auditor Ryan said that the in- 
vestigation now progressing has turned 
up 62 frauds, involving the names of 
both individluals and corpowations.
